Michigan. State Parks and. Recreat- 
tion Areas belong to the ‘people of 
the state and are for the recreational 
use of the public. ‘Visitors .are wel- 
come. To prevent abuse and misuse of 


the’ following rules and yegulations | w: 
governing public use are ‘adopted un- 
der authority. of Act 17, Public Acts 
of. 1921, as amended by: Act: 337;. 
Public Acts of 1927, Section 3-a: of

allowance check. She had no fuel or 
groceries and she and. her six children 
were in need.” We might have said, 
“The wife of Pvt. X was stricken with 
appendicitis;.she had no funds to pa 
the surgeon or hospita] bill, so Red 
Cross stepped in and she was_hopit- 
alized, Red Cross footing the bill.” 

‘We haven’t looked for publicit: 
because: . First of all | the. services 
rendeved by. the Red Cross Home 
Service. are confidential. Seccndly, =. 
great many people take to. us for 
help who have never had to ask -aid 
before. .Due to the war a great many 
wives who had always had their hus- 
yands present to help with any pro- 
blems were on their’ own and some 
circumstances got beyond their con- 
ivol. Thirdly, in. small towns such-as 
ours: people know their fellow towns~ 
neople in. a. way-impossible in cities. 
Had we publicized cases even though 
labeling them anonymously, someone 
would have spotted the persons- in- 
volved with a resultant violation of 
privacy. 

Pamphlets with some facts. an 
figures’ on the work done here in 
Charlevoix County have been pre- 
pared and are. placed in public places 
chat, all may. read. of what we have 
done and are doing in our. county. 
Our charter obligation is service to 
the men. and women in the armed 
forces and to veterans-and their fam- 
ilies. Up .to October 1946, end of our 
chapter year we had made doans an: 
grants to servicemen and, their fam- 
ilies of $5,996 and ‘had paid out an 
additional, $196 for medical -care. 
$995.95 was spent on telegrams for 
and. about servicemen and their 
families. We are-a source of aid for 
those who are not eligible for help 
any where else. The Red Cross MUST 
go on. Trouble strikes often where it 
is least expected and ‘we must be 
able to. help when we are needed. It
